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6.— DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  i.e.,  monthly 
clinics  at  four  different  centres  and  special  visits  to  all 
the  schools  to  maintain  a high  rate  of  “ boosting 
dose  and  to  “ catch  ” many  who  had  not  been  done  in 
infancy,  but  whose  parents  had  evidently  changed  their 
minds  and  found  it  advisable  and  convenient  to  ‘ ‘ put 
it  on  the  school.”  The  numbers  at  the  clinics  have 
fallen  awiay  a little,  due  to  the  fact  that  larger  numbers 
are  immunised  by  practitioners  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  and  also  that  the  mothers,  by  having 
immunisation  carried  out  when  attending  at  the  County 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  find  they  can  save  a journey. 

The  results  should  be  highly  satisfactory.

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MOSQUITO  AND  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  old  brick  ponds  on  the  foreshore  of  the  Humber, 
mentioned  in  previous  reports,  have  been  reduced  in 
area,  but  still  constitute  areas  favourable  for  breeding 
mosquitoes,  and  the  spraying  with  appropriate  insecti- 
cides has  been  continued  without  intermission.  The 
spraying  has  been  extended  during  the  winter  to  houses 
and  outhouses  and  sheds  in  the  district  most  affected, 
in  the  hope  that  the  hibernating  insects  will  be  destroyed. 
A circular  letter  giving  advice  and  advocating  self-help 
was  sent  to  a large  number  of  residents  in  the  complaint 
district. 

I think  we  are  gradually  getting  within  reach  of 
total  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

Rats  are  fewer  than  in  the  two  or  three  previous 
years,  but  still  require  attention. 


8. — WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  piped  water  which 
is  supplied  to  98%  of  the  houses  in  the  area,  have  been 
well  maintained  during  the  year.  Routine  samples 
taken  at  different  points  in  the  district  from  the  mains 
have  all  given  “ highly  satisfactory  ” results. 


9.— HOUSING. 

In  spite  of  the  all  out  efforts  of  the  Council,  the 
number  of  applicants  with  what  might  be  styled 
legitimate  claims  or  applications  for  houses  seems  to 
get  no  smaller.  One  unhappy  aspect  of  this  question 
is  that  the  necessity  for  allowing  the  old  condemned 
houses  to  be  occupied  still  continues.  I use  the  word 
condemned”  advisedly  and  have  in  mind  the  old 
cottage  properties,  iai  few  of  which  are  still  to  be  found 
in  the  “ village  ” districts  of  the  area. 

The  occupiers  of  the  huts  and  bungalows  in  the 
hostel  camps  are  still  looking  forward  to  the  time  when 
they  will  have  houses. 

During  the  year,  210  houses  were  completed  by  the 
local  authority  and  46  by  private  enterprise.  A further 
202  houses  were  in  course  of  construction  by  the  Council 
and  34  by  private  builders. 


10.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Engineer  for  the 
detail  of  the  report  under  this  heading. 
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During  the  year  1951,  the  rate  of  progress  of  work 
on  the  West  Hull  and  Haltemprice  Joint  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  has  been  severely  restricted  bv  the  national 
shortage  of  steel  and  timber.  Although  none  of  the 
contracts  have  yet  come  to  a standstill,  the  delaying 
effect  of  the  steel  shortage  on  the  work  in  progress  has 
been  very  considerable,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future 
gives  little  hope  of  rapid  improvement  in  the  supply 
position. 

The  outfall  sewer  from  the  Pumping  Station  to  the 
River  Humber  is  now  substantially  complete,  and  the 
substructure  of  the  Pumping  Station,  commenced  early 
in  1951,  is  now  25%  complete.  The  commencement  of 
delivery  of  the  pumping  machinery  is  anticipated  in 
the  near  future,  and  will  be  completed  during  the  next 
12  months.  Work  was  commenced  in  October,  1951,  on 
the  construction  of  the  Western  Joint  Trunk  Sewer, 
which  will,  when  complete,  take  the  drainage  of  the 
whole  of'  Hessle  and  the  Central  areas  of  Haltemprice 
from  First  Lane,  Hessle,  to  the  Pumping  Station. 

In  July  of  last  year,  the  Council  submitted  their 
proposals  for  the  First  Lane  Trunk  Sewer  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval.  This  sewer  will  form  the  main  artery  of 
the  internal  portion  of  the  Main  Sewerage  Scheme,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  construction  of'  the  sewer  will 
be  commenced  during  the  coming  summer.  In  view  of 
the  delays  wdiicli  have  been  experienced  on  the  Joint 
Scheme,  and  in  order  to  safeguard  the  Council's  housing 
programme  over  the  next  five  years,  provision  is  being 
made  for  using  this  sewer  temporarily  as  a “tank  sewer" 
and  pumping  into  the  old  Hessle  Outfall  Sewer. 

The  past  year  Las  also  seen  the  completion  of  the 
Nort holme  Road  Sewer  in  Hessle,  which  will  relieve 
flooding  in  the  Northolme  Road  area  land  provide 
sewerage  facilities  for  extensive  housing  development 
in  this  area. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  the  Ministry  have  held 
a Public  Inquiry  into  the  Dunswell  Sewerage  Scheme, 
and  it  appears  likely  that  approval  to  the  Scheme  will 
be  forthcoming.  Until  this  Joint  Scheme  with  the 
Beverley  R.D.O.  is  complete,  little  can  be  done  to  relieve 
the  serious  pollution  of  the  open  ditches  in  Dunswmll 
which  at  present  take  the  discharge  from  the  numerous 
septic  tanks  in  the  village  and  create  a considerable 
nuisance  and  a danger  to  health.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors’  section  of  the  Health  Department. 

For  the  main  part,  the  year  was  one  in  which  the 
day  to  day  routine  work  predominated,  and  possibly 
the  absence  of  any  major  “ trouble  ” proves  the  value 
of  this  work. 

Although  we  have  been  able  to  deal  with  a small 
number  of  our  unfit  houses  again,  I feel  that  the  time 
will  have  to  come  soon  when  this  class  of  property  is 
tackled  more  vigorously.  Even  a small  number  of 
demolitions  each  year  and  the  rehousing  of  the  families 
would  help  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  expenditure  of 
money  and  materials  on  unfit  houses. 

The  interest  of  the  public  in  our  health  exhibit  at 
the  Civic  Exhibition  demonstrated  the  value  of  this  type 
of  public  relations  work,  giving  us,  as  it  did,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  explain  more  fully  the  work  of  the  department 
to  the  individual.  Similar  work  of  an  educational 
character  would  be  of  undoubted  value. 

As  this  will  be  the  last  occasion  on  which  I shall 
have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  a joint  report  with 
Dr.  Hernioin,  I would  like  to  express  my  very  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  consideration  given  by  Dr. 
Hermon  to  all  of  us  working  in  the  Health  Deparment. 
At  the  same  time,  I want  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
other  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  continuing  good 
work  during  the  past  year.

MEAT  AN1)  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  District  continues  without  its  own  slaughter- 
house, all  rationed  meat  being  supplied  for  distribution 
from  the  Hull  centre. 

A very  large  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  amount 
of  tinned  goods  condemned,  and  this  increase  has  been 
most  marked  in  imported  tinned  hams.  This  incidence 
has  been  noted  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  is 
attributed  to  several  causes,  not  the  least  of  which  is 
bad  processing.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Routine  sampling  of  milk  for  biological  purposes 
has  continued.  For  the  main  part  the  samples  taken 
have  proved  satisfactory  and  it  was  necessary  for  the 
M edical  Officer  to  make  heat  treatment  orders  in  three 
cases  only,  two  on  account  of  tuberculosis  and  one  because 
of  the  Brucella  Abortus  organism. 
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INSPECTION  OF  FACTORIES. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  visits  made  to  the  factories 
in  the  area,  a complete  survey  was  made  of  all  these 
establishments  in  order  that,  we  should  possess  an 
up  to  date  record  of  all  the  circumstances. 

I his  survey  showed  that  there  were  a total  of  67 
factories  and  that  844  men,  1 06  women  and  22  young 
persons  were  employed  at  that  time. 

No  major  faults  were  found  during  the  year  and 
owners  proved  (juite  willing  tp  attend  to  any  minor 
infringements. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

I4ie  Council  lias  employed  one  operator  to  treat  the 
Council’s  premises  and  to  carry  out  work  on  private  and 
business  premises  on  request.
